The National Transportation 
Company, operator of the Parmelee 
yellow-checker taxicabs, largest taxi 
fleet company in greater New 
York, was accused of labor - 
age and fostering @ company union 
in a complaint of unfair labor 
practices filed with the State La- 
bar Relations Board by the Trans- 
port Workers Union late yesterday. 

Harry Sacher, general counsel 
for the CIO organization who 
signed the complaint, held that the 
company had violated Sections 703 
and 704 of the State Labor Rela- 
tions Act by ‘spying” on its em- 
ployes and by “supervising, con- 
trolling and dominating the initia- 
tion and creation” of a company 


- unjon. 


The company also had discrim- 
inated against union men in regard 
to hiring and has refused to bar- 
gain or discuss grievances with the 
ynion .despite the fact that the 
union is the duly elected represen- 
tative of the company’s 3,200 em- 
ployes and has a written agreement 
with the company which does not 
expire until Dec. 31, 1938, Sacher 
said. 

In affidavits supporting the com- 
plaint and in a statement issued 
from TWU headquarters at 153 W.

Rules Now Permit 


Non-Citizens to 
Enter City Coligee 


Non-citizens will be permitted to 
enter the city colleges of New York 
as a result of an amendment to its 
by-laws passed by the Board of 
Higher Education, according to in- 
formation received yesterday by the 
American Committee for the Pro- 
tection of Foreign Born. 

This latest development comes 
after a short but intense contro- 
versy which has. been waged over- 


the question. In January of this 
year the Board had finally decided | 
to enforce their interpretation of 
certain laws which had been passed 
in 1926 to the effect that admission 
of non-citizens to the city colleges 
was to be denied. 

This projected step was nullified, 
however, by the passage in May, by 
the State Legislature, of a bill 
waiving citizen rights as a pre- 
requisite for entrance into the col- | 
leges. | 

The new amendment requires, 
however, that “qualified stnadents” , 
be “bonafide residents of the City 
of New York” and that their 
parents be applicants for -citizen-

Agriculture Dept 
Estimates Corn, 
Wheat Cropss 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (UP).— 
The Department of Agriculture to- 
day forecast a 1938 corn crop of 
2,566,221,000 bushels and wheat pro- 
duction of 955,989,000 bushels. 

The Crop Board report estimated 
corn production at 84,119,000 bush- 
els above a month ago and wheat 
at 12,423,000 bushels below the July 
forecast. 

The corn estimate appeared to 
make a referendum on imposition 
of marketing quotas this fall in the 
corn belt probable under the Farm 
Act.

that the Governor's use of troops 
during the ‘Little Steel” strike and 
“flagrant violation of labor’s rights” 
have “received an appropriate re- 
sponse from the electorate.” 

In a congratulatory wire to LN. 
P.L. workers, Owens stated: “Labor’s 
Non-Partisan League of Ohio is 
proud of the fact that it was able to 
contribute to the welfare of the 
people of Ohio by playing the in- 
strumental part in the campaign 
which brought about the defeat of 
Davey.” 


DEFEAT OF BAYONET RULE 


The voters have declared in un- 
mistakable language that Ohio is 
not to be ruled by bayonet and in- 
dustrial thuggery. “Ne man who 
uses troops to thwart collective bar- 
gaining can be Governor of Ohio.” 

“The independent political force 
of organized labor, as expressed 
through Labor's Non - Partisan 
League of Ohio, stands as the firm 
guarantee that the people's liberties 
shall be preserved.” 

The forward sweep of the pro- 
gressive forces in the Ohio election 
was accentuated by the disintegra- 
tion of the corrupt political machine 
of Burr Gongwer which has ruled 
northeastern Ohio for a decade.

Commenting on the situation in 
Canton, Posten wrote: 

“It is believed that the repeated 
arrests, and dispersing of pickets 
has caused a break in morale which 
will not be rectified for some time. 
One large factor which has cone 
tributed toward quieting the situa- 
tion in this district, is the arrest 
and detention of Hardesty, CIO or- 
ganizer. When there is no leader 
such activity is discontinued.”

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~ Cheating the Laws 


® When the reactionaries are beaten in a 
fight over a piece of progressive legislation, 
they do not submit to the will of the people, 
but try to twist the new law for their own 
nefarious purposes. 

This is happening with the wage-hour 
law which was intended to raise inhuman 


pay-scales, Jower working hours and gen- 
evally raise thé.standard of living. 
. According to the-American Communica- 


tions Association, CIO, Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph are attempting to use the 
law to rob their workers of $4,500,000 a year. 


The employes of the two huge corpora- 
tions work a 48-hour week and are paid on 
an hourly basis. The A.C.A. charges that 
when the wage-hour law compels the*two 
postal companies to grant their employes a 
44-hour week, the companies plan to use the 
law as an extuse for cutting weekly wages 
by 8.3 per cent, through paying their work- 
ers for only 44 hours instead of 48 hours. 

The A.C.A. correctly points out that this 
would be a violation of Section 18 of the 
wage-hour law. This section—for which, un- 
fortunately, no means of enforcement has 


“been provided—declares it to be a public 


policy of the Federal government to oppose 
any reduction in wages or increases in the 
hours of work because of the enactment of 
the law. 

The entire labor movement should sup- 
port the A.C.A. in this fight which affects 
workers in every industry that comes under 
the new law. The trusts must not be allowed 
to take progressive legislation and turn it 
against the people. 


Un-American Activities 
Of Congressman Dies 


e After playing possum so long that it 
aided the un-American Naz? bands and spies 
in the United States to destroy valuable 
records, the Dies Congressional Committee is 
now making a pretext of springing into ac- 
tion. And what action. 

Head of the committee, Martin Dies of 
Texas, anti-New Dealer, in his radio address 
on Tuesday tipped off the subversive fascist 
groups in this country that they have really 
nothing to fear from him. Instead, Dies 
turned his angry tirade against the Commu- 
nists in a tone and spirit that is understood 
and appreciated by every stooge of Hitler. 

On June 29, 1938 Representative Samuel 
B. Dickstein of New York, as reported by 


United Press, charged that “procrastination © 


by the [Dies] House Committee investigat- 
ing un-American activities was permitting 
leaders of the Nazi Bund to destroy vital 
records and flee the country.” 


“I have been informed,” said Congress- 
man Dickstein, “that by failure of the com- 
mittee valuable records have been destroyed 
in anticipation of the hearings, particularly 
in Chicago.” 


Representative Dies, meanwhile, was 
cooking up his own type of “investigation” 
with a definite anti-New Deal flavor. 

The general idea of Dies’ scheme was 
illustrated by the action of Representative J. 
Parnell Thomas, Republican of the “I-am- 
the-Law” Hague vintage in New Jersey. 

In obvious collusion with Dies, Thomas 
called for an investigation of the Federal 
Theatre Project of the WPA. 

All signs point that Dies’ line of pro- 
cedure will be mainly a red-baiting attack on 
the Communists, other progressives, and on 


_ the WPA as a preliminary to a general reac- 


tionary offensive on the New Deal. 

Because of this, every American is en- 
titled to ask Mr. Dies: is he indulging in 
subversive attacks against the New Deal 
instead of uncovering the vast network of 
subversive un-American activities of the fas- 
cist termites? 


We demand that the Dies Committee 
perform the function for which Congress 
elected it—the exposure of un-American 
agents and spies in this country working 
against democracy. 

‘We demand that Dies stop his fascist- 
aiding attack on the Communists and on 
the various phases of the New Deal as 
part of his pro-fascist campaign against 
the Roosevelt Administration.

THE ELECTIONS IN THE N.M.U.

® The shipowners and their stool pigeons, 


along with Joseph P. Ryan, William Green 


and Harry Lundeberg, must feel thankful to 
the entire New York press for its desperate 
efforts to prove that the recent elections in 
the National Maritime Union were a victory 
for the “anti-red” forces. No doubt these 
enemies of the N.M.U. are reserving special 
praise for Edward Levinson of the Post, who 
has not only done yeoman service in report- 


ing this “victory,” but apparently played an— 


active role in trying to manufacture both the 
“victory” and the “news.” 

The product of these prostitutes of the 
pen is doubly helpful to the shipowners and 
their agents because it helps ease the sorrow 
of the shipowners that an ‘‘anti-red” victory 
was not scored. Secondly, they hope that 
their stooges will help create sufficient con- 
fusion to enable the enemies of the seamen 
to accomplish now what was not accom- 
plished in the elections—namely, to divide 
the union membership into two warring fac- 
tions and eliminate all honest progressives 
from leadership. This would enable the ship- 
owners to deliver a smashing blow at the 
union. 


* 

If the elections are to be understood, an 
important fact which has been completely 
ignored by the reactionaries and their 
mouthpiece on the Post, must be recalled. In 
the N.M.U. elections, there were no formal 
slates of opposing candidates grouped around 
distinctive programs. The main reason for 
this is that the seamen are clear and united 
on all major questions of policy. They have 
clearly expressed their will in favor of demo- 
cratic, progressive unionism, support of the 
CIO and its policfes, and for united action 
with all other maritime unions toward a 
united national seamen’s union and a Na- 
tional Maritime Federation. 

The only attempt to put forward a formal 
slate proved a dismal failure and was soon 
abandoned. This was the “anti-Communist” 
slate circulated by a small group, headed by 
a former member of the N.M.U., expelled for 
anti-union activity. This group aimed at dis- 
crediting candidates by labeling them ‘“‘red.” 
The slate never even received the open ap- 
proval and endorsement of the people it 
claimed to support.

The new officials, as a whole, were elected 
by and represent the will of the majority of 
the seamen. Some seamen undoubtedly feel 
that terror and gangsterism caused the de- 


' feat of one outstanding progressive candi- 


date. There is good ground for such suspi- 
cion in view of the gangster raid orf the 
union hall where the ballots were being tal- 
lied during the final week of the count. How- 
ever, in the absence of final proof, this one 
case should not obscure the most important 
question of unifying all the forces of the 
union around the new administration elected 
by the majority of the seamen. By. basing 
themselves on the democratic procedure and 
the progressive policies of -the-N.M.U. and 
CIO, the new officials will deserve and un- 
doubtedly will receive the full cooperation of 
the entire membership of the union.

We would recommend closest attention to Chamber- 
lain’s movements in London. They bode no good te 
peace. 

Many reasons have been advanced for Chamber- 
lain’s political motives in returning to London at this 
time. 

Here are all of them: 

FAR EAST. Chamberlain’s Jong range schemes 
for “mediating” in the interest of Japan have been 
endangered by Tokio’s anti-Soviet war prov°cations. 
The Tories cautiously are jockeying to see: how they 
can inject themselves into the Changkufeng situ- 
ation. Preparatory to Chamberlain and Halifax try- 
ing to involve themselves here, Sir Lancelot Oliphant, 
head of the Far Eastern section of the British Foreign 
Office, invited, In turn, visits from Ivan M. Maisky, 
Soviet Ambassador, and Baron Shu Tomii, counselor 


Hitler is about to send another agent to London, 
either~his_aide-de-gamp, Captain Fritz Wiedemann, 
Or somebody else, to sound out the Tories on the 
events behind the Aug. 13-15 rumors, as he did be- 
fore the Austrian invasion. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. Another explanation has 
it that the Czechs have protested .so vigorously 
through diplomatic channels about . Runciman’s 
brazen dealings with the Henleinists that Chamber- 
lain is confronted with the collapse of his “appease- 
ment” plans at Prague’s expense. ’ \ 

SPAIN. Daladier’s return indicates that the 
Spanish issue is high up in Chamberlain’s consider- 
ations. for ..0 the French-Spanish 
border is in nee to a degree that neither 
Chamberlain nor Daladier can ignore. Aggravating 
this situation is France’s failure, at Mussolini’s in- 
sistance, ‘to reply to the plan for the withdrawal of 
“volunteers,” the proposal already being accepted 
by the Loyalist Government. Daladier and Chamber- 
lain are aware that such an attitude on the part of 
Mussolini and France signifies new fascist interven- 
tion against Spain. 

Finally, the PALESTINE question is also men- 
tioned, Malcolm Mac Donald, secretary for colonies, 
has just returned ‘rom the Near East with an im- 
portant report.

It isn’t necessary to isolate any one reason as the 
cause for Chamberlain's return. They are all connected. 


They are all various phases of a concerted provocative

Lincoln Steffens’s @nterpretation of 
and outlook on life, is not a snap 
judgment but: the result of a life- 
time of militant behavoir as a 
liberal reformer. It is. commentary 
on the remarkable character of the 
man: it reveals an undefeated lib- 
eral who came to realize that the 
human ideal can not be brought 
about merely by sticking patches 
here and theré on the system of 
society which. shapes human beings, 
but that it can be irrevocably 
achieved only by scrapping the 
wornout system. : 

Only a liberal of remarkable 
character could have survived, as 
-Lineoln Steffens did, the confusions 
—and the misinterpretations of 
those confusions—which burdened 
the minds of the bourgeois intel- 
ligentsia following the imperialist 
world war. Some of his most noted 
associates did not survive —or, 
rather, they survived not as true 
liberals but as false prophets. Wa!- 
ter Lippmann, for example. Stef- 
fens not only survived a_ period 
during. which the only sane per- 
sons appeared to be the Commu- 
‘nists and those close to the Com- 
munists; he grew, and the direction 
of his growth was toward the ideal 
set up by the class-conscious 
workers, f 

In common with other liberals 
Lincoln Steffens once thought that 
the United States presented an ex- 
‘ception among bourgeois societies 
of the world. One may still see this 
quaint. idea expressed occasionally 
in well-known liberal publications: 
The United. States, big, crude and 
adolescent, will some day evolve a 
society free or crudities—a human- 
ftarlan ideally democratic society 
in which all present causes for 
unrest or .unhappiness will have 
heen outgrown. It is the theory of 
drawing a sharp, parallel analogy 
between a human personality and 
a human society.
